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Regarding Applicant's arguments with respect to the Obradovich does not disclose claimed feature of : "portable display device/ or 
portable information display terminal/ or portable display terminal with electronic ticket information" are not persuasive. Obbradovich 
discloses method for using a display as communication interface agent which used by a user to control and manage the vehicle functions. 
In order to be able to control/ and manage the vehicle functions the user is requested to submit "PIN e.i. master key in form of s special 
code" which shares functionality with "telectronic ticket information" as claimed through display for authorizaiton process, see (column 11 
lines 17-67) 

Regarding Applicant's arguments with respect to the Flick is not described "outputting information in response to a request from a server" 
as not persuasive. This claimed feature is read frome the Murphy, such as, driver provides "indicium sample" which shares functionality 
with "outputting information" in response to request from an information server, see figure 2, items 31, 33, 35, 37; abstract, lines 1-12; 
column 2, lines 24-67; column 3, lines 1-9; column 6, lines 60-67; column 7, lines 1-32) 

Regarding Applicant's arguments to claim 18 with respect to the references do not discloses claimed features of: "a reading section for 
reading a first using condition to use the system from a first recording medium in which the first using condition is recorded; and a 
transmittine section for transmitting the first using condition, read by the reading setion, to the information server" are not persuasive, 
Murphy discloses method of providing "driver identification" which shares functionality with "using condition" which used to compare and 
determine if the driver has rights to use the vehicle, inherenly, reading section and transmitting section should be included in the Murphy's 
system 

In response to Applicant's arguments to claim 19 with respect to the references do not disclose "relay section", this feature is read from 
Murphy, see (column 14, lines 25-35) wherein "the transmitter/receiver" shares functionality with relay section 

In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation "issuing apparatus" has not been given patentable weight because the recitation 
occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or 
the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the 
process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. 
Robie, 187 F,2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

Regarding applicant's argument's with respect to the references do not disclose claimed feature of "sending notification information from 
server to portable information display terminal, notification information for notifying the passenger that [information terminal] is connected 
to the server and can access information from server" are not persuasive, the feature of [information terminal" was not disclosed in the 
claim
